ON WHEAT RESTRICTION a 
Farmers in certain- sections of 


{Southern Afberta have passed thru 


four lean years~-They, haye toiled 
ceaselessly; they have fought 
drouth, soil drifting and insect pests; 
they have harvested crops too small 
to evel pay the grocery bill, and 
their children have had to go in- 
adequately clothed and poorly fed; 
hey have sometimes gone out ‘to 
he ‘harvest field with the binder, 
only to return for the plow and turn 
under the dry, sun-parched furrow 
the few spindly wheatless straws 
yielded by the stubborn for 
the year's labor. 


These farmers 
struggled and suffered. They have 
held’ on and tackled each year’s 
work with the hope of ‘harvesting a 
big crop, paying off at least some of 
their debts, and getting back on 
their feet again. : 

‘hese are the men who will be 
liardest hit if the proposal to limit 
the amount of wheat each farmer 
may sell is put into effect. 


The wheat seiling limit schemé is 
put forward as a_ solution to the 
problem of keeping Ganada's wheat 
exports down to 200 million bushels 
in 1934, the figure arrived at in the 
world wheat agreement signed by 
the chief wheat exporting nations. 

Canada has committed herself to 
an export limit of 200 million bush- 
els. This represents a reduction of 
about 16 per cent. Some way must 
be found of keeping within that 
limit, and legislators are casting 
about for a way. Farmers organiza- 
tiors have declared against an acre- 
age reduction. As an alternative, | 
there is the plan of limiting the 
amount of wheat each farmer may 
sell. The suggested basis on which 
this limit is to be worked out Is the 
average amount of wheat a farmer 
has gold in the past five years. 

Consider how this will affect the 
farmer who has suffered from drouth 
during the past few years, 

In this district the wheat yield in 

the past four years hag been’ very 
light, with a fairly good crop har- 
vested five yearg ago. The total 
yield for these five years is about 65 
+bushels to the acre, or an average of 
| 13 bushels an acre each year.. After 
deducting the amount. required for 
seed, and a+ ‘further deduction 
in order to keep , Canada's exports 
down to 200 million bushels, the 
farmer will be left with less than 
11 bushels which he will be allowed 
to. sel loff every acre he grows. 

This farmer desperately needs a 
good crop to settle with his creditors 
ard pull him at least part way out 
of debt. If he grows a 35 bushel 
crop he can ‘sell only a third of it. 
This is not enough to meet his obli- 
gations. What will he do with the 
remaining two'thirds of his crop? 
He could feed it to livestock, but

THE HORSE COMING BACK 

Farms are returning to horse and 
mule power and everybody in -the 
country will be affected by this 
trend, says Wayne Dinsmore, secre- 
tary, Horse Association of America. 
Until we in this country once more 
have horses and mules do the job 
they do best we shall continue’ to 
have a farm problem, he stated. The 
U. S. A. horse and mule population 
since 1920 shrank nine millions, The 
nation-wide crop land required to 
keep a horse is close to four acres, 
All told since 1920 between thirty 
and forty million erop acres were 
released from growing horse feed 
before decreased use, Today the 
horse and mule are coming back just 
as rapidly as they can increase in 
numbers. Horses command. prices 
higher, measured in other farm pro- 
ducts, than at any time since the 
hectic war-time record, 


The use of animal power is the 
only use of land that takes it out of 
producing surplus cash crops. Gen- 
erally speaking, this ig the one way 
to keep land at work and still keep 
off the markets cash crops for home 
consumption.
